the true Christian will find them all. 
FIRST FEW MILES OF THE WAY 

On the morning that Pharaoh’s mes- 
sage reached Israel to get up out of 
Egypt and go and worship the Lord, 
they were all filled with joy and glad- 
ness and marched harnessed up out of 
Egypt with nothing in view only the 
milk and honey side of Canaan, and it 
only three days ahead. I am sure if Is- 
rael had known of the forty years on 
battles and disappointments ahead of 
them they would not have been so anx- 
ious to leave Egypt. Sinners usually 
accept Christianity with the bright 
side always in view, they think of the 
joy and blessings it has to offer and 
Heaven in the end, and the first few 
days or weeks are most generally full 
of joy and demonstrations. 

Personally, when I first accepted 
Christ I saw only the sunny side of 
life and lived in the sunshine of God’s 
glory for a long time without even a 
cloud, and I am glad that I did. After 
a few weeks in this glorious state of 
living I was preparing to leave the 
church where I was converted when 
my pastor called me aside for a little 
counsel, and said, “When you get away 
you will have some dark days and will 
see times that you will feel as though 
you had no salvation at all, but when 
you feel that way don’t give up but 
get off somewhere by yourself and 
pray.” If we had more pastors who 
would give this kind of advice to the 
young people of the church instead of 
so much knocking and banging and 
“you are backslid if you are not 
shouting,” we would have fewer back- 
sliders and more young people in the 
echureh today. 

THE FIRST TEST 

Israel marched triumphantly with 
no battles or obstacles until they 
came to the Red Sea, but here they 
lifted up their eyes and saw the host 
of Pharaoh as it drew near. They were 
afraid and made their first expression 
of doubt and dissatisfaction with the 
way and probably would have returned 
to Egypt with Pharaoh if it had not 
been for the good, encouraging advice 
of their brave leader. But Moses en- 
couraged them, bidding them see how 
God would save them. It seems from 
the narrative that Moses did not know 
how the Lord was going to make pos- 
sible their salvation, but spoke only 
from a heart full of faith, for we read, 
“And the Lord said unto Moses, Where- 
fore criest thou unto me? speak unto 
the children of Israel that they go for- 
ward, But lift thou up thy rod, and 
stretch out thine hand over the sea, 
and divide it: and the children of Is- 
rael shall go on dry ground through 
the midst of the sea,” Ex. 14:15, 16. 

That night the two armies, the fu- 
gitives and the pursuers were encamp- 
ed near each other, between them was 
the pillar of the cloud, darkness unto 
the Egyptians and light to the Israel- 
ites. Perhaps in Israel the sounds of 
the hostile camp might be heard on 
the one hand and on the other the 
roaring of the sea, but the pillar was 
a barrier and sign of deliverance. And 
Moses stretched out his hand over the 
sea and the Lord caused the sea to go 
back by a strong east wind all that 
night and the next morning Israel 
marched dry shod thru the midst of 
the sea and went out on the other side 
of the sea singing songs of victory. 
Thus their first trial proved a bless- 
ing and even in after years when they 
were sorely oppressed by their en- 
emies they could look back upon God’s 
miraculous deliverance at the sea and 
their faith would be encouraged. 

Victoriously delivered in their trial 
they pressed forward toward the land 
of milk and honey with much enthusi- 
asm determined to soon view the 
promise land, thinking probably the 
sea was the only obstacle in the way.

TOWARD OTHERS 


The usefulness and blessing of secret 
prayer is manifest in the life of the 
one who prays as it will effect their 
attitude toward others, for once you 
go into your closet and ask God to aid 
or bless you and you find that just as 
you have forgiven others God will for- 
give you, and if you haven’t forgiven 
others neither has God forgiven you, 
it is then that you will desire to be on 
the square with every man, and if you 
desire God to bear with you in your 
weaknesses, failures, etc., you will at 
the same time become willing to bear 
with others whose _ transgressions 
against you are no greater than yours 
was against God. In your closet you 
will remember that the man or wo- 
man whom you may have slighted is 
probably in their closet, and God can 
be in both closets at the same time. 
Suppose He would remove the parti- 
tion and let you see Him _ blessing 
some one whom you consider unwor- 
thy of your least favor, some one 
whom you would be ashamed to in- 
vite into your nice home? Yet, God is 
willing to condescend to their closet. 

The only remedy for factions in 
your church is to get all factions to 
perform this duty of secret prayer, for 
those of you who pray in secret will 
soon adopt God’s attitude toward the 
erring, the weak, the ignorant, the 
indifferent, careless, blundering ones, 
and will say, “Oh God, Thou didst 
bear with me, Thou didst love me, 
Thou didst care for me while I was 
yet a rebel and while I grieved Thee 
and was an enemy of holiness and de- 
spiser of righteousness.

For one hour’s secret pray- 
er will do more to right your attitude 
towards others than can be done in a 
week of conferences. If there is a 
party, neighbor, preacher, or even ar 
enemy that you have not been able 
to love, try secret prayer. 

REVEALS DUTY AND MAKES 

KNOWN OBLIGATIONS TO 
SAME 

You who have never discovered what 
your duty is, or you who fail to under- 
stand that you have a_ duty to per- 
form, I want to help you, but God 
Himself can’t help you if you ignore 
your first duty, and that is prayer. No 
doubt but there are members of the 
church here who are looking me in the 
face, you look your pastor in the face 
from week to week, you are in the 
Sunday Sehool class you look the 
teacher in the face each Sunday, you 
look the members of your home in the 
face daily, you come face to face with 
your neighbors often, but when it 
comes to duty you never face it, your 
back is turned and when some one 
ealls your attention to it, your face 
has a blank look and your attitude is 
one of indifference or contempt. There 
is a cause for this, and thank God, 
there is a remedy. 

The cause has been clearly stated, 
but I will state it again. You who will 
not face God in your closets will not 
face your duty, whether it be to your 
home, your community, or your 
church. You seem to think that others 
should take care of the home, and 
labor for its welfare, while you spend 
your time in idleness or just gadding 
about. Then there is the community 
with its needy, sick, poverty-stricken, 
forsaken children, and abandoned 
ed mothers. This you know becomes 
the duty of some one, but you have 
never discovered that a part of home 
duties have fallen to you. You seem 
to be blind to the hands which are 
stretched out to you, your ears are 
heavy when it comes to listening to 
the cry of the needy. The support of 
the Church, the responsibility of a 
live Sunday School, the burden of 
visiting and encouraging weak mem- 
bers, the support of the pastor, in fact, 
the church’s entire program falls to 
the lot of some one, and if you will 
spend fifteen minutes each day in 
secret prayer your eyes will open and 
your tongue will confess that you have 
found that there is much to be done. 
In secret prayer you will discover 
whose burdens these are. You will dis- 





cover that you are UNDER OBLIGAa- 
TION to the home. It is up to you to 
make it a happier place to live. 

Home, the place where you cast 
aside the cares of business or labor, 
home where you may with freedom 
lay aside your coat, slip off your 
shoes, unloose your collar, fall across 
a bed or take a pillow and quilt and 
make a pallet fit for a king, home 
where you women can, if you will, 
reign like queens, and no queen ought 
to take more pride in reigning on her 
throne than the housewife should over 
her home. No queen should be any 
prouder of the people of her kingdom 
than the mother should be of her fam- 
ily. No people should honor the queen 
half so much as son and daughter 
should mother. Your home should be 
a happy home and it becomes your 
duty to make it such. You are under 
obligation to it. 

The same with the neighborhood in 
which you reside, your obligation cal!s 
for you to make it, if possible, the best 
and most desirable in the city or coun 
ty. Then there is the church, whether 
it is a log building with a membershi; 
of ten, or a brick building with e 
membership of five hundred. it be 
comes your duty to support it with 
both your presence and finance, ans 
it is your duty to make it the best 
church, the most spiritual, the one 
with one hundred per cent loyal mem 
bership. Remember that the church, 
the Sunday School, the prayer meet 
ings, the preaching, in fact, the entirs 
program of the church is carried on 
as much for the betterment of your 
home and your neighborhood as for 
any one else and you are as much 
under obligation to the church as the 
pastor, the deacon, or any other mem- 
ber. To you who may have been slack, 
careless or indifferent to the church, 
try praying fifteen minutes each day 
for it, for secret prayer is the remedy 
which God prescribes. Try it, try it to 
night and every night. 

DEAD SHOT FOR HYPOCRITES 

A sinner under deep conviction will 
betake himself to some secret place 
and with face down, ashamed to even 
look up, he will either kneel or lay 
there for hours, if needs be, seeking 
relief from sin and self. The saint will 
often seek a secret place and fall upon 
his knees, throw up his hands, lifting 
his face toward Heaven, counting it a 
glorious privilege to be alone with his 
Maker for a few minutes or for hours 
according to his opportunity. The 
sinner under conviction can and will 
freely pray because he feels and sees 
his destitute condition, he is con- 
scious every moment of grave danger 
and he is seeking relief from such 
danger. The saint can go and remain 
in prayer because there is where he 
received his first touch of real, last- 
ing, satisfying joy. He is always anx- 
ious to increase that joy. He takes 
pleasure in communing with his FA- 
THER, and is happiest when He is 
pleased. He can with patience tarry 
before Him for he is anxious for Him 
to continue the work which He nas 
begun. Therefore, the sinner (if hon- 
est) and the saint are induced to 
secret prayer. But the seeking of for- 
giveness, the desire for new birth, and 
joy of a better life holds no attraction 
for the hypocrite. He is a stranger to 
pardoning grace. The affections and 
enjoyments of a Christian he knows 
not. For spiritual things he has no 
appetite, no relish, no desire. In the 
character of God, of Christ, the Holy 
Ghost and in the new birth he finds 
no pleasure, and sees no profit, ex- 
cept where hypocrisy may make him 
a reputation and promote his selfish 
interest. For this purpose he will ap- 
pear more engaged in religious ser- 
vices, when he expects to be seen of 
men, than Christians themselves. Of- 
tentimes you will find him to be a 
leader in public worship, one who may 
be heard to pray loud and long, be- 
cause this conduct will gain him the 
reputation and character which he 
covets, for it is here that others see 
him, in outward show he glories, and 
the fact that he is being seen or heard 
of man excites and encourages him to 
press on in his hypocrisy. But when 
you seek for those who pray and wor- 
ship in secret Mr. Hypocrite has no de- 
sire to enter a closet and close the 
door, for there can be no gain there 
besides that which is spiritual or for 
the glory of another (GOD). Mr. 
Hypocrite knows that no_ reputation 
can spring from conduct unknown ito 
men. Away from men and alone with

Self-Centered or 
Christ-Centered

“A man’s life consisteth not in the 
abundance of the things which he pos- 
Sesseth.” Luke 12:15. 

These words were spoken by Jesus 
Himself in answer to an inquiry. 

There had been an interruption by 
one of the crowd, who called out, 
“Master, speak to my brother that he 
divide the inheritance with me.” But 
the Lord refused to take any part in 
this domestic trouble as He does in 
our own daily affairs. We read of the 
great disasters on land and sea, fam- 
ines and all manner or pestilence, 
earthquakes, etc. The poor out of work 
and the children crying for bread. We 
wonder why these things happen as 
they do many times but He didn’t re- 
fuse to help this man. He related a 
parable and here is the picture he 
painted. The ground of a certain rich 
man brought forth plentifully and be- 
cause of this prosperity there followed 
perplexity as he said, “What shall I 
do? I have no place to bestow all my 
fruits and my goods.” How easy it 
would have been for him to have said, 
“I will give some to my brethren who 
do not have any.” But he said,” “This 
will I do. I will pull down my barns 
and build greater and there will I be- 
stow all my fruits and my goods and I 
will say to my soul, Soul, thou hast 
much goods laid up for many years. 
Take thine ease, eat, drink and be mer- 
ry.” Notice the lesson the Lord wishes 
to bring to our minds in this text. Pros- 
perity and perplexity, selfishness and 
short-sightedness. If there is one thing 
in this world more despicable than 
another it is selfishness. The pronoun 
“I” seems to predominate in this 
man’s talk. I will pull down: I will do; 
I will restore; I will build. Is there 
anything more despicable in the sight 
of God than a _ self-centered soul? 
You may ask what I mean by a self- 
centered soul. I mean one whose tho’ts 
and actions are centered entirely on 
himself. He will rise in the morning 
and his first thoughts are: What shall 
I put on? What am I going to have to 
eat? How much money am I going to 
make today? And the whole day is 
spent in getting for himself. But his 
soul is lost in misery. No selfish soul 
is happy. God didn’t intend it to be so. 

Ananias never thought at the time 
that he laid a part of the price of the 
land that he had sold at the apostles’ 
feet that he himself would in a few 
minutes be lying there in death. But 
his life was centered on self. Take 
heed and beware of covetousness. For 
a man’s life consisteth not in the 
abundance of the things which he pos- 
sesseth. Covetousness must first be 
conceived in the heart before it is put 
in action. No wonder the wise 





man 
said, “Keep thy heart with all dili- 
gence for out of it are the issues of 


life.” Joshua was getting along fine 
with his military campaigns. He had 
captured the east side of the Jordan 
with the exception of a small strip of 
land along the Jordan valley.

the border of the land of Edom, a 
strip of mountainous land about twen- 
ty miles wide and one hundred miles 
long. The king of this country was en 
enemy to Israel and refused them pas- 
sage across the narrow way. To go 
around Edom would be a very long 
and wearisome journey, therefore 
Moses sent messengers from Kadesh 
unto the king of Edom saying, “Thus 
sayest thy brother Israel, Thou know- 
eth all the travel that has befallen us, 
how our father went down into Egypt 
and we have dwelt in Egypt a long 
time, and the Egyptians vexed us ana 
eur fathers and when we cried unto 
the Lord he heard our voice and sent 
an angel and hath brought us forth 
out of Egypt, and behold we are in Ka- 
desh, a city in the uttermost of thy 
border, let us pass, I pray thee, 
through thy country. We will not pass 
through the fields, or through the 
vineyards, neither will we drink of 
the waters of the wells, we will go by 
the king’s highway, we will not turn 
to the right hand nor to the left until 





we have passed thy borders.” But 
Edom sent him word back saying, 
“Thou shalt not pass by me, lest I 


come out against thee with the sword.” 
Then Israel even offered to pay for 
passage, but Edom came out against 
Israel with much people and Israel 
journeyed from Kadesh and came un- 
to mount Hor and from this moun- 
tain they began that long discourag- 
ing and hard trip around the land of 
Edom. It was hard to travel now about 
two hundred miles thru wilderness 
and over mountains when the king’s 
highway would have led them to the 
same point over a distance of only 
about twenty miles. It was on this 
long journey around Edom amidst 
battles, hunger, thirst and disappoint- 
ments that the souls of the people be- 
came much discouraged because of the 
way. They remembered the fish which 
they did eat in Egypt, and the cucum- 
bers, melons, leeks, onions, and garlic, 
and said, “And now our soul is dried 
away and there is nothing at all be- 
fore our eyes but this manna.” On 
leaving Egypt they had had no idea of 
such disappointments as this. The dis- 
stance around Edom would have put 
them from Egypt into Canaan, but 
now all of this extra, and doubts na- 
turally arise of ever reaching the 
promised land, and their hearts went 
back into Egypt. They seemed to have 
forgotten their burdens as slaves to 
the Egyptians and could only think of 
the good things they had to eat in 
Egypt. 

We often hear the expression from 
Christian pilgrims, “I have counted 
and paid the cost and expect to go 
thru.” We should rather say, “We have 
counted the cost and paid the price °s 





far as we have gone,” because we don’t 
know what we will meet on the way, 
for we, in our Christian experience, 
are subject to obstacles that we had 
never thought of, and take extra jour- 
neys around spiritual Edom and the 
devil is always ready to picture the 
beauties of Egypt and show the dis- 
couraging features of a Christian life. 
But the most of us get so burned out 
and sick on the onions and garlic of 
Egypt that we are in no way inclined 
to return. 


OBEDIENCE ADDS TO THE 

PLEASURE OF THE PILGRIMAGE 

If it had not been for the fearful na- 
ture of Israel the Lord would have led 
them a nearer way to Canaan thru the 
land of the Philistines, but for fear 
they would turn back into Egypt if 
they met resistance, He led them by 
the way of the wilderness. They mur- 
mured and grumbled against God and 
Moses and the Lord sent fiery serpents 
in their camps and gave them a job 
killing snakes instead of so much 
grumbling. Often because of their 
grumbling and rebellion against God 
they brought trouble upon themselves. 
We can likewise bring extra trouble 
and suffering upon ourselves by dis- 
obedience, and failing to walk as Paul 
advised the Ephesians, CIRCUM- 
SPECTLY, which means watchful on 
all sides. By watching we can often 
prevent persecutions, temptations and 
battles of many kinds.

From what we have seen it is evi- 
dent he who does not pray cannot be 
a Christian, for prayer is God’s or- 
dained channel for your communica- 
tion with your Maker, and is the chief 
means of obtaining blessings from 
Him. You who are refusing to pray 
are voluntarily cutting yourselves off 
from all good. The easiest, least expen- 
sive, least burdensome way of acquir- 
ing good is to ask for it.

shack. Many of us once lived in sod 
shacks, so to speak, but God has given 
us a better place to live now. We 
have temples of God to live in. Then if 
we dwell in the temples of the Holy 
Ghost we are His subjects. Paul says, 
“I beseech you ** present your bodies 
a living sacrifice.” In the olden times 
animals were brought and laid on the 
altar alive and then slain. The idea 
was, the whole body was offered as a 
holy sacrifice to God. That which we 
bring to God we separate from all com- 
mon and profane uses. In bringing our 
bodies as a sacrifice we engage our 
selves to the service of God, in obedi- 
ence to His will and the furtherance of 
His cause. Heathens have offered their 
bodies to God in the most varied ways. 
The Fagirs in India think to do God an 
extraordinary service by depriving 
their bodies of proper care and 
nourishment, or by covering themsel- 
ves with mud or crippling their limbs 
in an unnatural way. Many of them are 
little better than wild beasts. We 
should never complain no matter what 
the sacrifice may be. 

I well remember in September and 
October 1918 while plans were being 
developed fast to break thru the Hin- 
denburg line, we were on the eastern 
front in the Vosges Mountains and had 
held that line for several weeks wad- 
ing through the mud and rain without 
scarcely anything to eat and almost 
no sleep or rest. So one dark cold 
night we got orders to move and we 
were anxious to move for we thought 
they were going to take us to a rest 
camp somewhere behind the lines. 
But instead they selected twelve from 
the company to do some special duty 
on a very dangerous front. The officer 
in charge told us to be on the alert as 
we were liable to be captured, or worse 
at any time. We didn’t get discouraged 
and give up because we knew our duty 
to our country and would not allow it, 
tho’ death would have been welcome 
to many. But my thought was, if I die 
it will be for my country that I love so 
well. That is the way we should love 
Christ. That is the sacrifice we should 
be willing to give to Him who gave so 
much for us. Are you willing to offer 
your body a living sacrifice to God 
now? To what class do you _ belong, 
Self-centered or Christ-centered?
